contested amendments to Presi- 
dent Kennedy's long - range1 for- 
eign aid program come up for 
Senate votes today.

a proposal by Sen. Bourke B. 
Hickendlooper, R-Iow'a. It would 
require an annual congressional 
committee review of the program 
with the power to put limitations 
on each year's spending if "na- 
tional policy shall so require." 


The proposal was stirring up al 


most as much controversy as the 
big fight over presidential author 
ity for Treasury borrowing to fi- 
nance Kennedy's five-year, $8.8- 
billion program of development 
loans to needy nations. 


Kennedy won that first 
fight 


Friday night when the Senate de- 
feated an amendment by Sen. 
Harry F. 
Byrd, D-Va., which 


would have required yearly fi- 
nancing by congressional appro- 
prialions. The vote was 56 to 39.

Ark., chairman of the Senate For-

Relations Committee,

vored the Hickenlooper amend- 
ment over other control propos- 
als on which the Senate will vote 
under a total three-hour debate 
limitation.
